THE LATCHKEY VOTER: 
A decision in the Court of Appeal practicall 


reversing the supposed state of the law wi 
regard to “‘ latchkey voters ’’ hag been used in 


‘certain quarters as a fresh stick with which to 


beat the Conciliation Bill. It is suggested that 
@ much smaller proportion of working women 


will be enfranchised under it than was supposed. 


This is incorrect. The new decision does not 
alter the fact, which was true before the latch- 
key voter was invefited, that persons living in 
tenements, however small and at however low a 
rental, are recognised as househo'ders provided 
their landlord does not reside on the premises, 
The statement which we have made that 
about 80 per cent. of the women enfranchised

MISS MALECKA. 


The Russian Foreign Office has handed to Sis 
George Buchanan, the British Ambassador, the 
reply of the Russian Government in the 
Malecka case, says the Times St. Petersburg 
correspondent. It states that Miss Malecka’s 
father never received permission to change his 
nationality, ‘that his naturalisation was in- 
effective, and that his daughter is a Russian 
subject ; but that, out of friendly regard for 
English feeling, instructions have been issued 
to hasten Miss Malecka’s trial.

‘WHO ‘SUPPORTS THE 
CHILDREN ? 


A fortnight ago an article was published i in VoTES 
FOR Women dealing with the question, “Does a Man 
’ Support his Wife?’ As writer of that article I 
challenged the theory, almost universally accepted, 
that the wife of @ wage-earner is to be classed with his 
children in the category of his dependents. I pointed 
out, also, that upon this theory (which I showed to be a 
misleading fallacy) many laws affecting the home and 
' the family, and many laws affecting also the social and 
economic position of women are based, and that new 
laws are being made at the present time which are 
unjust to women, because they are founded on the 


same misconception. ; 


As a case in point I cited the “ National” Insurance | 


Bill, which “inflicts great hardship on women, 
particularly on- married women, who are not them- 
selves. .wage- earners, and upon’ widows. This Bill, as 


‘unnecessary to support it by argument. 


the part of our law-makers to understand or appreciate

supply of certain other needs both of her husband and 
of herself, Thus, as far-as mutual dependence goes 
théy are quits; 

But the money produced,,by a man’s labour does 
more than enable him to supply his own and hig 
wife’s board, lodging, clothing and the necessary com- 


modities of their existence. It enables him to take - 


part in supporting his children, who are incapable for 
many years’ of. giving him any economic return what 
ever, either in labour or in cash. In precisely the same 
way & married woman’s labour avails for more than 
her husband and herself and is absorbed in ministry to 
@ number of entirely helpless dependents. The man 
sells his labour and receives cash, which he applies to 
his children’s maintenance. . The woman applies her 
direct labour for the children’s maintenance without 
effecting first an exchange of labour for money. The 
paid labour of the father and the unpaid labour of the 
mother are equally essential to the well-being-of their 
dependents, and both parents are equally indispensable 
to the welfare of the family. And if anyone asks, 
therefore, supports the children?” the answer 
must be, “ The:mother equally with the father, and the 
father equally with the mother.” And herein, there- 
fore, is” the: ‘answer found to the question put in my 
former article as to where the value of the wages 
earned by the domestic servant goes when she marries. 
It goes in part to her ‘husband, in part to the main- 
tenance of her children. 

But the children do not belong solely and entirely to 
the father and the mother. They belong also to the 
State. They are the potential wealth of the nation, 
This is nowadays so generally accepted that it ig 
Therefore the 
father and the. mother who in addition to supporting 
themselves and each other, support also a family of 


| dependent children are performing a task on behalf of 


the State, and are servants - and supporters of the 
community. 

When a child reaches a certain age the community 
insists on bringing in the additional services of the 


teacher, to help the father and the mother in equipping 


the child for taking its future share in the nation’s life. 


The State does not expect the labour of the teacher 
‘to be given without direct and material acknowledg- 


ment and recompense, and the State gives the teacher 
an exchange value in money in return for the tenaieer 8 
service to the child. 

The State recognises also the service of the father. 
It does not pay him cash, but it secures to him’ ‘a firm 
legal status, accords him rights and privileges in regard 
to the guardianship of his children, and admits, as the 
present Insurance Bill proves, its direct responsibility to 
him as a wage-earner in sickness. It is only the 
mother’s service to the community that goes wholly 
unacknowledged and unrewarded by the State. She ig 
expected to give all her labour to the ministry of de- 
pendent children without pay and without: acknow- 
ledgment. The State admits no direct responsibility 
to her in sickness except under the semi-penal provisions 
of the Poor-law, denies her the free medical attendance 
which it assures to her partner, excludes her from the 
National Sanatoria that are to be erected, and‘on the 
death of her husband insists that she shall forfeit all 
claim to the sum that has been amassed week by week 
by the joint labour of wage-earner and wife, and that 
has been paid into the national treasury out of the 
family purse in the form of an insurance premium. 

So far we have considered only the equal tribute 
paid in manual and mental labour by husband and 
wife for the support of their children. But there 
is @ unique and special service rendered by 
the mother which has no counterpart anywhere 
else, unless it be on. the nation’s battlefield. 
The wife’ of the wage-earner not only helps to 
support -her children; she, like every mother in the 
world, risks her health and even her life to give them 
being. Now, the mother who having conformed to all 
the dictates of the law of the community faces death 
upon that ‘battlefield where life is given performs’ a 
service to her country equal to that of the soldier, who, 
having donned the uniform of his Sovereign in token 
of his obedience to military law, faces death upon that 
battlefield. where, in defence of his nation, life ig 
destroyed. And she is entitled to the same consideration 
and the same honour. The soldier is decorated, The 
labourer*in the industrial field:is rewarded by money, 
‘which is the symbol of power. Yet the woman is 
 dishonoured, and loaded with disabilities by the laws of 
the community she serves ; and she who is a contributor 
- ¢o the nation’s wealth is refused even succour in ‘sicknes¢ 
‘omthe plea that she is a dependent,

ain Suffrage has now come to the last of the 
three stages through which every great public question 


passes. | 

The first stage is when''the ordinary man in the 
street says it ig all nonsense; the second stage is 
when he admits grudgingly that there is something in 
it; and the third and last, into which we are now happily 
passing in this great question, is when the man in the 
street unblushingly replies that it is what he always 
thought. But while Woman Suffrage, speaking in the 
wider meaning of the term, has now reached this final 


| 


stage, yet, paradoxical though it may seem, there — 


may be a large measure of disagreement regarding the 
form of a Woman Suffrage Bill. Now, it is no blame 
to women who wish to be enfranchised . that there 
are @ large number of anomalies in the franchise of 


our country. There are anomalies for mén, but there 


is no reason why women should not share an anomaly 


if they are minded to do'so. The existing franchise, | 


speaking broadly, and not dealing with -the anomalies, 
is based to-day on one broad basis for the: majority of 
the voters. Putting property aside—and, efter all, the 
propertied: yoters do not make up the, great, mass of 
voters in. this country—and putting aside I would 
call the fancy franchises, the great bulk of ‘the aon 
of this country vote on & household basis. 


The Broad Easis of the Bill. 


‘ Let me pass to the Bill which is promoted by the 
Conciliation Committee. This Bill, if you look at its 
title, is not—though I am afraid there are many 
Liberal members who think so—a Bill to put an end 
to all electoral anomalies. It isa Bill to confer the 
Parliamentary franchise on women, and itis limited 
to that and that only. And the Bill takes the broadest 
principle of the existing franchise, the household 
qualification, and it provides that if women come within 
that qualification then they shall vote, even if they are 
so unfortunate as to be women. 


- Now, that is the broad principle of the Bill which 
is now promoted. Where a woman is a householder, 
where a woman maintains the unit of the household— 
and it ig much harder for a woman to maintain that 
unit than it is for a man (that is one of the reasons 
why she wants the vote, I take it, to try and make it 
easier)—it takes the existing basis of the franchise 
and admits women on the same terms as men. 


- The second clause contains a provision which is some- 

times forgotten by junior Ministers who fight at 
Bethnal. Green. - i will only say one word about 

- Bethnal.Green, if I may express an opinion about a 
colleague. Ido think a Minister of the Crown should 

have read this Bill before he criticised it. And, indeed, 
I may say that any member of the Conciliation Com- 
mittee, if Mr. Masterman has half-an-hour or even a 
quarter-of-in-hour to spare from his. multifarious 
duties, will:have the greatest possible pleasure in show- 
ing him where he was mistaken. And I should like to 
say one other word, too. I noticed that there was the 
old pompous. phrase brought out in Bethnal Green 
about the wives and mothers of the working people. 
The irony of that is this: if you look at the Insurance 
Bill (and there was an almost hysterical appeal sent to 
Mr. Masterman to come back and enable Mr. Lloyd 
George to pilot that Bill), for the wives and mothers

Now, those words apply doubly in our case. It 
would be beyond the power of a private Member to take 
up a wide extension of the franchise. I will tell you 
why. If you are going to deal with the whole franchise 
you are going to deal with a complicated and delicate 
question. You want to have at your back an expert 
Government department to help and to guide you. No 
private member has that. Ydu want, too, another 
privilege which is only given to a member of the 
Government. That is the privilege to get up and speak 
whenever you like—a very necessary privilege if you 
are going to pilot through a complicated Bill. And you 
would not have another thing. You would not have a 
disciplined pariy behind you; you would not have the 
party Whips at the door; you would not have some 
other inducements which people say—I do not know 
how true it is—the.party Whips use to bring people 
into line. You would have none of those things and you 
ite not have the slightest chance of getting any of 

em, * 

I have always said I am ready to consider widening. 
amendments, but I'am perfectly satisfied in my own 
mind ‘that a wWiderifig of this Bill will kill it once and 


| for all. Some of our Liberal friends ask, Could you 


not carry widening amendments? Of course you could. 
You could carry them, undoubtedly. But with whose 
help? You-would.carry them with the help of every 


Anti-Suffragist would vote for it because he would know, 
as everybody who gives careful and honest judgment 
‘to the thing must Know on an analysis of the House, 
that a wider Bill ..would be dead for its third reading 
if it were so widened. 


_ You may say, How will these women vote? Many 
Liberals think they will all vote Unionist. Personally 
want to make any material alteration in the balance of 
political parties. But-what I have always thought, and 
what I think now, is that if women are enfranchised 
on any fair basis—as they would be under this Bill— 
they would make an uplifting change of policy and 


thought in every political party. 


Another Way for Objectors. 


If this Bill is passed it disposes for ever of the 
question as to whether women shall vote on the same 
qualification as men. If the Government think this 
Bill is so unfair and so undemocratic, so harmful to 
what they call the Progressive cause, there is a very 
easy remedy before them. When this Bill has become 
law and women are once on the Statute Book, they can 
extend the suffrage. And I would say to my adult 
suffrage friends (we hear a great deal about adult 
suffrage, but we only hear it when a Woman Suffrage 
Bill comes to the fore), If you are really in earnest 
about adult suffrage, tho remedy is to extend the 
suffrage after the Conciliation Bill has become law. 

I make one final appeal to. you. Work for this 
particular Bill. Work for it as hard as you have 
worked for the general principle. And if you will 
work hard I promise you that we in the House of 
Commons will do our little best as well. This Union, 
if I may say so, is the Salvation Army of the Suffrage 
eause. Work now in the meantime, between now and 
next year, to get all the other women into line. Work 
for this Bill as the only measure which can become 
law in the near future. }

To levy contributions from people whose 
wages are already far below subsistence level, 
thus making them go without some portion 
of the little food they now get, is not to im- 

rove the health of the nation, but to make 
it very much worse. ‘This, of course, applies 
especially to women, who are the poorest 
paid of the workers, and will be hardest hit 
by the Bill. 

In fact, throughout its clauses the interests of 
women are neglected. There is only one remedy, 
the Bill must be withdrawn, and a measure con- 
ferring the vote upon women carried without 
delay ; then when women are voters a Bill deali 
with the question of insurance can be redrafte: 
doing equal justice to both sexes, and women will 
help men in getting it carried into law.
